“The idea once enter- 
tained, that salts in hard water aided the 
growth and nutrition of the bones in chil- 
dren, has been abandoned as untenable.”—

“The idea seems to be current that lime 
water used in cow's milk is a valuable addi- 
tion to the baby’s diet, and will prevent 
rickets. The impression holds that the baby 
is going to get needed lime out of the lime 
water. 

“People who entertain this notion are en- 
tirely oblivious of the fact that milk itself 
contains more lime than does lime water. 
Another important difference is this, that 
the lime of the milk is organic lime, organ- 
ized lime, lime that is ready to be assim 
lated, whereas the lime in the lime water 
is dead lime, mineral lime. There is abun- 
dant evidence that this mineral water can 
not be assimilated by the body, and very 
little of it can be used. 

“Nor is this all. The time water may do 
harm. Lime is an alkali, it neutralizes 
the hydrochloric acid of the gastric juice, 


t. and so injures digestion. There is already 


too much lime in cow's milk for the baby's 
needs. Mother’s milk contains only three 
Trains of lime to the pint, instead of twenty- 
six, as in cow’s milk.“ —John Harvey Kel- 
logg, M.D., Health Question Book, p. 18. 

“I am amazed by the number of physicians 
who still advise mothers to feed their babies 
on sweetened, condensed milk, Many still 
prescribe lime water, forgetting that milk 
contains all the lime a baby needs. They 
also forget that a baby’s stomach contains 
very little hydrochloric acid, and that lime 
water at once converts an equivalent amount 
of this acid into chloride of lime. This inter- 
teres with the digestion of casein. No won- 
der casein curds appear so frequently in the 
stools. Unfortunately, most of the authort- 
tise on pediatrics recommend the use of lime 
water. I beg mothers not to use it.“ — From 
leaflet by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, entitled 
“Artificial Foods for Infants.”—-Dr. Wiley 
was formerly with the United States Bureau 
of Chemistry, and was active in enforcing 
the Pure Food and Drug Act.

At firet she worked in this 
country for the Red Cross; but later she 
went to Europe for the T. M. C. A. 

How modestly she viewed her attainments 
is proved by a letter she wrote back to New 
York from France. 

“If 1 can’t get $150 for each of my per- 
formances,” she said in it, “I would be very 
glad to accept $100.” 

She didn't realize that in almost no time 
at all eager audiences would be paying 
thousands to see her every time she stepped 
upon a stage. 

The war ended. She could return to 
America, but an idea came to her. Why not 
hire a London theater and give a perform- 
ance or two before she sailed? 

It was then that the biggest development 
of her career came. London critics praised 
her extravagantly. The Times called her 
the most accomplished of living reciters. 

Back in New York again, the American 
critics took up the chorus where their Brit- 
ish brethern left off. “The best actress in 
the world,” they described her. 

And that is how Rath Draper reached tq 7. 
heights.

People are willing to endure a certain 
amount of hardship, even in soft age, to 
get ahead in the world, and farmers as a 
class are not given to bemoaning their lot 
when prosperity is coming their way. Crit- 
ics who spend their time deploring the al- 
leged “motor-age extravagance” of the mod- 
ern agriculturist are off on the wrong foot 
—the farmer is not unreasonable in want- 
ing to make enough to provide his family 
with some of the “luxuries” the city man 
takes as a matter of course. Here in Cal- 
ifornia, probably more than anywhere else, 
he has them and has come to demand them, 
but who shall say that he shouldn’t want 
them and have them? Our concern should 
be that the general condition of agricultur- 
al affairs is such that even here in Califor- 
nia, of all places, many of our agricultural 
producers must scrimp to provide the com- 
forts and conveniences that are coming to 
be accepted as the due of all. | 

Agriculture is picking up gradually every- 
where—it always does after periods of de- 
pression and adjustment. In some places 


there are even evidences of prosperity. The 


problem always, in a way, affords its own 
solution. Overproduction in some one line 
or in various fields is responsible for much 
of the trouble in the first place, and the 
slump that follows sends people in droves to 


the cities. Those left start in making mon- 
‘ 


ey. In fact, it“isn’t altogether certain that 
this cityward movement that is 80 
alarming to some observers is so menacing 
after all. Those who are constantly whoop- 
Ing up new schemes for bringing more land 
under irrigation and increasing production 
are often in a very real sense “rushing 
things” to the actual detriment of the grow- 
ers already established, at least under pres- 
ent conditions of marketitig and distribution 
in the agricultural industry. Until farming 
has been put by the farmers themselves on 
a basis more like that of manufacturing, 
or our population has increased to the point 
where every acre’s product is needed, we 
are bound to have these recurring worries 
over movements to the cities from the 
farms. Farming is a healthful occupation, 
but not very many of us would be willing 
to farm for our health alone. 


Recent estimates of the United States 
Department of Agriculture say that 1,121,- 
000 more people moved away from farms 
than moved to them in the United States 
during 1926.

Odd Origin for Grapefruit 


This Thrivi 
ed in a 


Grapetruit Tree Gets 
Start Back East 


BAGLE Rock. — the property of R. 
Bally Carson here is a grapefruit tree bear- 
ing a crop of fruit this year for the first 
time. The bulk of the fruit is in a cluster 
among the top branches of the tree present- 
ing a rather unusual appearance. 

It is the origin of this tree, however, 
which makes it interesting and unique. It 
was started from a seed planted in a flower 
pot as a house plant and grown by Mr. Car- 
son in his home in Peoria, fll. After keep 
ing it there for a couple of years Mr. Car- 
son loaded a box car with their furniture, 
included the plant, and moved to California, 
He kept the young tree in the pot for a 
couple of years after arriving here, and 
planted it about two years ago on his a 
Rock property where it has flourished like 
a native. 


Conditions to 
Gray Scale 


EXETER.—Death rate of-citricola scale, 
commonly called gfay scale of the orange, 
will be low this year because of the in- 
creased moisture content of the soil, accord- 
ing to Frank R. Brann, Tulare county horti- 
cultural commissioner. At a recent session 
of the Exeter farm center, he said: 


“While fumigation is most satisfactory 
for control of citricola scale, in case of bad 
infestation on large trees, spraying gives ex- 
cellent recults if the time of application, ma- 
terial and methods of application are cor- 
rect. Spraying has an advantage over fumi- 
gation, in that it reduces the number of 
thrip, aphis and other insects all at the 
same time. On small trees use 2 per cent of 
lime sulphur, three-fourths of a gallon of oil 
and one-half pound of spreader to 100 gal- 
lons of water. When the orange is about as 
large as the end of the finger, spraying may 
be done for thrip. Spraying should not be 
done here after June 15 because of the 
high temperature and high humidity.”

@ decrease in the acreage planted to mel- 
ons in the Wasco district this year. The 
first carload will probably roll between July 
5 and 10, according to M. Broaddus. This 
will be several days later than the first 
shipment of last year. While some earlier 
plantings were injured by aphis and frost, 
most of the crop is in excellent condition. 
Mr. Broaddus planted his melon seed about 
April 1, two weeks later than usual, be- 
cause he had a “hunch” that there might be 
a late frost. His “hunch” was a good one. 
The Hoover Farm comes second as a pro- 
ducer of cantaloupes, having planted nearly 
a hundred acres. Some of these were plant- 
ed early and suffered from frost but the bal 
ance of the crop is in excellent condition. 
Wasco cantaloupe growers expect a good 
market. Imperial Valley’s huge crop will be 
marketed before the Wasco crop matures 
and it is believed here that the Turiock 
crop will not start to roll until after July 
25, which will let Wasco pass its peak ship- 
ments before that competition materializes. 
This should give a clear market in the 
rer and little competition in the 
t 


Harp and Beckett, have 100 acres of can- 
taloupes planted on the Harp ranch at Cor- 
coran this year where they are testing out 
that section for the small melon crop. Mr. 
Broaddus, who has a contract to market 
this crop, says a wonderful stand has been 
secured and that prospects point to an ex- 
cellent yield of high quality melons. 

“The Corcoran country is a very promis- 
ing new district.” Broaddus states. “Soil 
conditions seem to be very well adapted to 
cantaloupe growing there. These melons 
are growing in former alfalfa ground, and 
will mature at about the same time as the 
Wasco crop.” 


Grape Crop Estimates 
Are Made | 


FRESNO.—Estimates of the probable pro- 
duction of grapes in California this year, ob- 
tained in authoritative quarters here, place 
the crop at a figure slightly lesa than last 
year’s 2,040,000 tons. Slow growing weath- 
er, cool days and nights and rain, delayed 
the crop, ma prospective maturity one 
week late, instead of two weeks ahead of 
normal as was the case last year. Although 
E. M. Sheehan, president of the California 
Grape Growers’ Exchange, places the prob- 
able shipments at 65,000 cars, authorities 
here express doubt that shipments of fresh 
grapes will reach last year’s tonnage of 
something over 63,000 cars. 

Ward B. Minturn, vice-president of the 
California Vineyardists’ Association, and one 
of San Joaquin's authorities on grapes, says 
that “an accurate estimate of the probable 
tonnage shipped east and prospective raisin 
tonnage is impossible, owing to weather 
and other important factors entering into 
the question.” Mr. Minturn and A. J. Stur 
tevant Jr. also an authority on the grape 
deal, are of the opinion that this year’s crop 
will be smaller than that of last year. 

A good crop of Muscat grapes is prom- 
ised; the crop if Thompsons that has set, is 
light; other varieties, both table and juice 
sorts, are spotted in some instances as much 
as 65 per cent of normal, according to the 
opinion of growers and shippers who have 
inspected wide areas of vineyards. Because 
of the work of the Vineyardists’ association 
and fits stabilizing effect on the fresh grape 
market, the carlot shipments of fresh grapes 
will, it is believed, be of sufficient size to 
hold the raisin tonnage down to, or below, 
the 1926 total of 250.000 tons.

EDGEMAR FARM HOLSTEINS 


Prosperity Coming by 
tie Mill Route 


By KLYDE H. YOUNG 


EL MONTE.—In a farming section 
which has always depended upon agricul- 
ture for its income certain factors enter 
into increases which are vitat and yet 
which are little known. The district 
around EI Monte has always thought in 
terms of walnuts, general farming, and 
dairies, with the last named industry oc- 
cupying a minor position. But as the years 
have gone by dairying has become more im- 
portant, of such importance, in fact, that 
today the distribution of milk has passed 
all other forms of farming in and around 
this little city. The local Chamber of Com- 
merce recently made a survey of dairying 
activities within a three-mile radius of El 
Monte and the results were surprising in 
that there were found to be eighty-five sep- 
arate dairies with over 5000 cows, ship 
Ping 50,000 pounds of milk daily. 

Of the eighty-five dairies it was found 
that forty-nine were doing a wholesale busi- 
ness and thirty-six were distributing milk 
by retail. The principal distributing plants 
for the wholesale delivery are the Los An- 
geles Creamery, the Valley Dairy, aud the 
Arden Dairy. The Los Angeles Creamery 
distrihutes from its El Mente plant through- 
out the San Gabriel Valley, with most cf 
its products going inté Pasadena. The Val- 
ley Dairy runs forty trucks throughout 
Southern California distributing milk and 
ice cream. The Arden Dairy Company 
sends its certified milk all over the metro- 
politan district of Los Angeles through the 
Crescent Creamery Company's distributing 
system, and covers the outside territory 
through local distributing agencies. 

Frank Pellisier & Sons have one of the 
largest dairies east of town and sell blood- 
ed stock in addition. Recently, they sent 
six head of registered cows to Colombia, 
South America, as a nucleus for a herd of 
pure-breds to be established in that coun- 
consin. 

The money brought into El Monte 
through the sale of milk is of great import- 
ance to this community. A conservative es- 
timate, made by the three large distribu- 
ting agencies, places the daily income 
therefrom at over $1500, or much over a 
half million dollars annually... 


Leghorns Bring Her a 
| Fair Profit 


ARCADIA.—Mrs. A. H. Neugenbaum says 
she started in the chicken business very 
largely because a small boy of the family 
wanted them. The family came from Mich- 
igan eight years ago and bought one and 
one-quarter acres of land at 1433 Second 
avenue in this city. Fruit trees were plant- 
ed, a garden established and provision made 
for a flock of White Leghorn chickens. 

Each year Mrs, Neugebaum buys 1000 
baby chicks, selling off the cockerels at 
broiler age, and she usually disposes of 


some of the pullets, retaining enough to 


keep up a flock of 300 layers. The eggs 
from these are sold from the home, ; 

Mrs. Neugebaum believes that, while the 
commercial egg business does not make 
one rich, at least on the scale on which 
she operates, it does offer a reliable way 
of making a comfortable living. ?

plants are required, make a sunken bed 
about four feet across and ten feet long and 
sow the seed in drills twelve inches apart, 
covering them with a quarter of an inch of 


go moist soil. This bed can be flooded fre 


quently after the seedlings are above the 
surface, but never before. Application of 
water should cease about ten days before 
the plants are to be set or transplanted, to 
permit them to harden. The best plants 
are those which reach a height of ten 
inches, the proper size for transplanting. 
when they are about four to five weeks old. 
They should never be transplanted after 
they are forty-five days old because such 


plants usually flower out prematurely. 


The sunken bed system of growing plants 
such as caulifower and cabbage, which 
really means a bed prepared by raising 
borders six inches high, is best because flat 
planting and flooding encourages proper 
root development for a plant which is to be 
taken up and reset. When planted on dou- 
ble rows or ridges a long tap root will be 
the result. The tendency of the roots un- 
der this system is to go down to reach the 
moisture supply which fs below the plant. 
When planted flat and flooded, more small 
fibrous roots are produced which is the 
best for transplants. 


The preparation of the plot to be planted 


to caulifiower and cabbage requires close at- 


tention. At this time of the year, it will be 
necessary to flood it very carefully, assur- 
ing moisture penetration to a depth of from 
two or three feet at least. Following this 
application of water, which should be made 
in beds about four feet square, the plots 
must be spaded and then levelled carefully 
with a rake, breaking up all the larger 
clods. Cauliflower and cabbage should be 
planted in rows two and one-half to three 
feet across. For the, earlier varieties of cauli- 
flower, the plants should be spaced two and 
a half to three feet apart, while earlier 
sorts can be placed twenty-seven inches to 
two feet apart. Cabbage can be set as 


close as twenty inches apart, especially if 
the soil is fertile. 


The proper method of setting thege plants 
in the home garden is to draw a shallow 
furrow and after a day or two this furrow 
plants in the bottom of this, placing about 
three inches of soil about the roots. As 
rapidly as the rows are planted, a small 
stream of water should be run down the

cabbage and cauliflower. 
CULTURE VARIES 


From this point on, the methods of cul- 
ture of cabbage and cauliflower diverge. 
Caulifiower should be given one or two ap- 
plications of commercial fertilizer such as 
fish meal, this to be worked in around the 
plant. About one tablespoon of fish meal to 
every plant will be sufficient for each ap- 
plication. Plantings should be irrigated be- 
tween rows in wide shallow furrows once 
a week or at least every ten days. Caull- 
flower must be kept growing very rapidly 
to be of best quality and if growth is de- 
layed or set back in any way premature 
flowering or loose heads will result. Re- 
member that if cauliflower stops growing, 
there will be none for the.dinner table. 

While it is essential that the develop 
ment of cabbage must progress steadily and 
while the application of fertilizers after 
transplanting is advisable, such intensive 
culture is not such a necessity as it is with 
caulifiower. This is especially true of the 
Savoy cabbages which will produce good 
heads on soll which is not of optimum fer- 
tility. Irrigation should be regular and ap- 
plied about every ten days, while with both 
cabbage and caulifiower hoeing between 
plants to keep out the weeds is considered 
good practice. 

There are two or three other close rela- 
tives of cabbage and cauliflower which the 
home gardener may wish to try. These are 
Brussel sprouts, collards and kale. Brus- 
sel sprouts do not grow especially well in
